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Cluny Bridge Is 
us Now In Operation 
Queenstown Delighted

The new bridge is at last a reality 
and the Queenstown and Majorville 
farmers have actually crossed on it 
for more than a week, 

The bridge looks like a good jub 
and while it is neither a steel bridge 
nor built on concrete piers it looks 
as though it would stand the traffic 
all right. In fact the going out of 
the ice did not disturb the bridge 
any, 

There is a fine six per cent grade 
cut into the hills, in one of the 
coulees, on the south side and the 
flat ieading to the bridge from there 
is fairly dry, This spot is on the 
river and will make a splendid pic- 
nic ground for future farmers pic- 
nics. 

If the government puts throug’) 
the—short cut into Cluny through 
the @Blian fields, it will make an 
easy trail. Right now every road 
leading into Cluny is buried under 
several feet of water and mud so it 
is practically im>ssible to get to 
town unless taking down fences 
and going through privatg owned 
fielde. The government bo 
a big grading job on its hands 
soon as it drys up. 

On the south side of the bridge 
the municipal councillors have been 
looking things over and practically 
decided to grads the bad spots in 
the trail leading north from Me 
Cabe’s corner. This will shorten 
the haul to Cluny about eight miles 
on the round trip for every farmer 
living east of Cluny, while those 
west of Cluny will have about two 
miles further to go on the round 
trip than if the bridge had been 
put directly south of Cluny, a thing 
the surveyors declared was impoas- 
ible to do on account of the condi- 
tions of the river banks, 

While we would much rather 
have, had the railroad extended 
thr Queenstown this year, we 
are thankfull for the bridge. It 
has been a long hard struggle to 
have the powers that be build that 
bridge and put it where it would 
dothe majority of the settlers the 
most good, 

Of course, we know that we have 
not been theonly farming commun- 
ity that has suffered from lack of 
railways and bridges, but I dare 
say that no other part of Alberta, 
where so much grain has been 
raised, has it been marketed under 
worse conditions than from out 
here,

In districts where mixed farming 
ig more generally carried on and 
where'a man only has a few loads 
of grain to haul a ferry may do very 
well, while in our. case the trans- 
port across the ferry was totally in- 
adequate. 

Years ago when a new eettler 
made his first trip to the river and 
found from 50 to 75 four-horse 
teamsiawaiting to cross the ferry, 
wasgp rprised that the governmen

Four or five years ago when 
Stewart, Mitchel and other cabinet 
ministers were in Gleichen on one 
of their hot air stunts a eommittee 
of Queenstown farmers waited upon 
them and put the bridge question 
up to them. They told us that 
the C. P. R. was going to build a 
branch line through Queenstown 
the next year and hence all our 
troubles would come to an end. We 
waited patiently for that road but 
when it stopped at Lomond, 25 
miles away, we found that we been 
cheated again. 

In the meantime we had the 
bumper crop of 1915 and the 
Queenstown farmers raised all the 
way from 5000 to 80,000 bushels 
of wheat per farm, and as luck 
would have it the ferry stopped 
running a month earlier than us- 
ual while the river refused to freeze 
hard enough to carry a team and 
when it did freeze the ice p!led up 
in such a shape that it was danger- 
ous to cross. The result was that 
in the spring most of the wheat 
was still in the farmers hands. 
while banks, mortgage companies 
and implement men were raising 
cain with the farmers because they 
could not pay their bills, 

Very little farming was don 
the following summer as it took 
nearly up to harvest time to haul 


bridge. That year through 
the efforts of Hon. Chas. Mitchel) 1 
vonference was held with Grant 
Hall, the general manager of the 
Twenty Queenstown 
farmers went to Culgary and met 
Mr. Hall and for several hours 
want over the wh le situation. Mr. 
Hall did not promise to build the 
road then but said that he woul! 
make a trip through the district 
the following summer and see for 
himeelf. 

Before harvest two ago years,Mr, 
Hall accompanied by several otler 


railway officials did go through 
Queenstown and. they expressed 
themselves very highly pleased 


with the looks of the crops. Mr. 
Hall stated that as soon as the 
company did start building again 
our branch would one of the first 
ones taken up. Inthe meantime, 
the following spring, the provincial 
electiou was coming on and Hon, 
Chas. Mitchell, our representative 
and a member of the cabinet, 
having been assured by the rail- 
way people that no extension would 
be built owing to the scarcity of 
rails. Knowing very well that 
our patience was at the breaking 
point and that soinething would 
have to be done or the govern- 
ment would get no votes from our 
district. So when the appropria- 
for bridges and roads were made 
Mr, Mitchell nailed the Cluny 
bridge. 

So much neglect and dissapoint- 
ment had the Queenstown farmers 
experienced that when the an- 
nouncement was made that a 
bridge would be built very few peo- 
ple took any stockin the promise, 
in fact most people said 1t was pro+ 
bably an eleetion dodge, During 
the clection campaign the opposi-

N dealing with the very large number of claims for exemption 
brought forward for consideration in connection with Class 1 
under the Military Service Act, it has occurred, as was inevit- 

able, that as a result of false statements and difficulties put in the 
way of investigation, some individuals have secured exemption 


whose proper place is in the Army. 


It is not the intention of the Government to allow these men to evade per- 
manently their objigation to bear their part in the military defence of the

Country and of the ideals for which we are fighting. 


the purpose of the Act, and cause grave injustice to men in the second class 


necessarily called ou% to fill their places, 


Exemptions Granted on False Grounds 


It is, therefore, proposed to scrutinize carefully all exemptions granted to date 
in order to separate those which have heen granted on false or insufficient 


grounds from those that are well founded, 


With this object in ‘view the various Registrars under the Military Service 
Act have been instructed to issue a series of questionnaires to exempted men, 
These questionnaires must be filled up correctly and returned promptly under 
penalty of forfeiture of exemption for failure to do so. 


Exempted Men Who Have Changed Address 


It {s therefore important in their own interest that all exempted men who 
have changed thei address since their exemption was granted and who have 
not already notified the Registrar of such change should notify him at once, 
Under the Regulations it is the duty of exempted men to keep the Registrar 
advised of any change of address, and failure to receive the questionnaire 
by reason of neglect of this duty must be treated as equivalent to failure to 


return the questicnnaire after receipt, 


Citizens Urged to Assist 


In many instances information has been furnished by members of the public 
which has led to the cancellation of exemptions obtained by false or mis- 
Further co-operation of this character is invited. The 
Government regard it as the Duty of all Joyal citizens, not only to the Country, 
but to the men at the front, to assist in this way in securing reinforcements 
on a just and legal basis, Correspondence of this character will be treated 
as strictly confidential and will receive the fullest investigation.
